Captain Suter’s desire to found 
an empire in a river valley gives the | 
river its most romantic bit of ae 
tory. All Sutter had to do was to 
announce his intention to become a 
Mexican citizen and to select a tract | 
that suited his fancy. Sutter knew | 
what he wanted. For eight days he | 
explored the river until he found it: 
a little knoll near the riverbank. 

You will relish the stories of the | 
people that came to Sutter’s Fort 
as Dana tells them. The stories of | 
Mary Young Walker, the first Am- 
erican white woman to reach the Fort 
who came from Oregon with her |, 
baby daughter in her arms. One of | 
the most touching stories is that 
of Jerry King who came from Bos- 
ton. He kept a record of daily hap-! 
penings in a little book to share with 
his sweetheart Elspeth Deyne when 
he returned with his fortune, but! 
he was destined never to see her 
again. 

Then, James Wilson Marshall ar- | 
rived with the McMahon-Clyman 
party. “Lloyd of London,” writes | 
Mr. Dana, “would have wagered 
odds of a million to one that Mar- 
shall would never show the world) 
where to find more than a billion 
gold dollars.

They regard as an important 
the millions of conquered 
Czechs, Poles and Austrians who 
have been incorporated into the 84,- 
000,000 population of the new Ger- 
many.

FEDERAL METALLURGICAL CENTER NEARING 
COMPLETION AT SALT LAKE CITY; 


COSTS ABOUT $300,000

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, (IP—A 
light brick steel building of unique 
shape and design that will be of 
great importance to every metal 
producer—and metal user—in this 
country is rapidly nearing comple- 
tion on the edge of Salt Lake City. 

It is the new experiment sta- 
tion and headquarters of the metal- 
urgical division of the U. S. De- 
partment of Interior’s Bureau of 
Mines. 

Contractors expect to have the 
actual building done by Dec. 1. R. 
S. Dean, chief engineer in charge 
of the metallurgical division; said 
actual division operations prob- 
ably would be under way in the new 
experiment station and headquar- 
ters by that time. 

The structure itself cost $300,000, 
provided by. a Congressional appro- 
priation. More thousands are going 
into new equipment that will be 
housed in the building in addition 


to machines and instruments be- 
ing moved from the present experi- 
ment station at College Park, Md. 

“Our headquarters have always 
been in Washington,” Dean said as 
he inspected the new building. “We 
are trying something new by put- 
ting our main office right here in a 
central location as far as our chief 
work is concerned.” 

The metallurgical is one of the 
three divisions in the Bureau of 
Mines. The others have to do with 
improvements of actual mining op- 
erations and mine safety. 

Dean listed three primary prob- 
lems of the new experiment sta- 
tion: 

1. Studying new uses for mag- 
; Nesium and manganese. 

2. Correcting atmospheric pollu- 
tion resulting from metallurgical 
and industrial operations, 

3. Perfecting ore concentration 
methods and machinery.

Carbonated Juices Have 
| Exceptional Value In 
Diet, Says Dr. Cruess 


BERKELEY — Carbonated fruit 
juices possessing exceptional diet- 
ary value and consumer appeal of- 
fer a new market outlet to bever- 
ages manufacturers, according to 
| Dr. W. V. Cruess, head of the fruit 
products division of the University 
of California College of Agriculture. 

Fruit juices, says Professor Cru- 
ess, are rich in beneficial vitamins, 
digestion-aiding salts, and in some 
cases, copper and iron is sufficient 
quantities and proper form to be 
of benefit to the body. 

Also, fruits are now so plentiful 
and so low in cost that manufac- 
turers will find it easy to purchase 
them in large quantities. The tech- 
nical information necessary for the 
manufacture of these carbonated 
fruit juices already is available, ac- 
cording to Professor Cruess. 

He recommends beverages con- 
taining 25 to 50 per cent fruit. 
These, he says, would be satisfac- 
tory beverages, command a profit- 
able price, and be rich enough in. 
fruit to be of value in the diet.
